The book is top 
notch, and if your family wants to have 
some ideas for a Christmas present for 
you.... well, | spent many hours, enjoy- 
able hours, with the Carmichel book.

| haven't got this book myself, yet, but | 
just ordered it. “Fran and George Freund 
and the Sharps Rifle.” It’s 66 pages, soft 
bound, with several historical photos. 
$9.00 postpaid from the author, Gerald 
Kelver, 13490 Kennedy, Brighton, Colo- 
rado 80601. The Freunds were frontier 
gunsmiths who made improvement modi- 
fications to the Sharps during the years of 
the opening of the West. Gerald Kelver is 
a leading author and authority on single 
shot rifles. 

The editor was at the NBRSA and the 
IBS Nationals in August, and hence there 
was no opportunity to proof read the Sep- 
tember issue prior to printing.

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HISTORY OF FIBERGLASS STOCKS 


I'll try to tell this story as seen through 
my eyes, not so much the part we, Brown 
Precision, played in fiberglass stock de- 
velopment because we haven't done 
everything, but this is the way | see it — 
this is how it happened from where | sit, 
and of course you never quite know the 
whole story, so if | should omit someone 
or some details please forgive me. I’ll give 
you the basic concept on how fiberglass 
stocks got started and give you a good 
idea where they are today. 

I'd always been interested in light- 
weight rifles, especially hunting rifles, and 
I'd built two in the mid 60’s. One for a 
friend of mine from Fresno, Gene Mans- 
field, and one for myself. They were light 
by Jack O’Connor standards. They were 
8 to 8% Ibs. with scopes and both 30- 
06's. | built these as hunting rifles to get 
around better at high altitudes. When | 
started shooting benchrest in 1966 | was 
interested in weight and weight reduction 
from then on, and tried to build lightweight 
rifles and do some lightening tricks. 
Sometimes | was successful and some- 
times not, but | was shooting in a Hunter 
Bench class in California that had basical- 
ly the same rules as our Hunter Bench has 
today. | had a 10 Ib. rifle and 6 power 
scope on the 2%” forearm. | entered com- 
petition with a heavy barreled Mauser 
that | did quite a few lightening touches on 
to get it down to the 10 Ibs. such as re-

placing the magazine follower and a few 
other odds and ends. 

The whole fiberglass concept started 
when | took my family down to Disneyland 
on vacation and stopped by Lee Six’s in 
Fresno for a couple of days. We shot 
doves and bull (reverse order would be 
more appropriate). We talked about our 
upcoming hunting trip to Idaho. We’d 
been going there about seven years and 
getting some pretty nice mule deer. From 
there we went on to Disneyland and visit- 
ed with my brother C. K. Brown an aero- 
nautical engineer. | was explaining our 
problem of weight and mostly the problem 
of bedding being so fickle. How a rifle 
would be shooting good through half a 
match, then turn off in the middle of a 
match. How it could shoot good on Satur- 
day and not good on Sunday and you'd 
find out the bedding was bad. How, if you 
traveled over a range or two of mountains 
you couldn’t depend on it shooting accu- 
rately. | explained a little bit of the weight 
problems then. He very plainly and quickly 
said “Well the stocks should be made out 
of fiberglass. Is there any rule they have to 
be made out of wood”? | didn’t think there 
was, but | went back in the rule book and 
found out there wasn’t. It made sense to 
me, especially when he explained the ex- 
pansion of fiberglass was very near that 
of steel so you didn’t have to worry very 
much about that. The expansion of fiber-

glass is lower than aluminum so it may 
possibly give a little trouble on sleeves. 
With that in mind, | went back and went to 
work. 

One of the first things | did was take a 
.722 stock and hollow it out. | skeleto- 
nized both the butt stock and forend to 
where they were just slivers of wood, then 
| filled them with Polyurethane foam, re- 
shaped them, then went over this area 
with fiberglass. The next thing | did was to 
skeletonize the receiver portion to make it 
a solid fiberglass block. For this particular 
rifle | had a 12” sleeve I'd made. | was 
shooting a .308. | bedded the sleeve in 
this stock and it was areal gooney looking 
thing with this big sleeve sticking out of 
this little bitty .722 stock. The concept re- 
ally turned me on even though the stock 
had a case of the uglies. | never tookittoa 
match, not because of the uglies, but the 
gun wasn't shooting good, and | found out 
later the barrel was bad. I'd done all this 
wood removal, foam replacement, etc. 
and ended with the stock weighing about 
the same as when | started, which was 
around 22 Ibs. This got me cranking — 
here | had a stock supposed to be impervi- 
ous to weather conditions and for all prac- 
tical purposes looked like it was going to 
make it. Well, | postponed the project be- 
cause of hunting, Christmas, etc., then 
right after the first of the year, Lee moved 
to San Jose. We were both working for 
the Telephone Co. at the time. By the time 
he got settled in, | was pretty well along on 
making this first mold. | made one mold 
first trying plaster of Paris which was an 
utter failure. Lee had shot a little bit of 
Hunter Bench in Fresno and was accura-

cy oriented and interested in the project, 
so when we picked up and got started to- 
gether we decided the way to make a 
fiberglass stock was in two pieces, then 
glue the two pieces together. We made a 
pattern and | think Lee made the first pat- 
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tern out of a piece of redwood taken off a 
fireplace mantel in my home. We made a 
sleeve stock pattern then split it in two 
using some vacuum forming techniques 
and fiberglass to make the mold. When 
we formed these we didn’t have a vacuum 
pump so we hooked the vacuum forming 
hose to the vacuum line on the intake 
manifold of my jeep. It worked pretty 
good. This gave us a two piece mold that 
we made half the stock in each piece. We 
vacuum formed the fiberglass in each 
half, then ground the flanges off and glued 
the two halves together. The first two 
pieced mold was a success, but there 
were a couple of things wrong with it. We 
knew the stocks were plenty strong but 
we didn’t see how we could convince the 
public that a hollow thin walled stock 
would hold up. Another thing was the time 
consumption was just ridiculous. We 
probably had a couple hundred hours in 
building the stock and gluing the haves to- 
gether. 

Our first hollow stock was a success 
except the darned gun wouldn't shoot! 
We were still having barrel problems. In 
one shooting session Lee found out we 
had to take all the tension off the guard 
screws then (with a new barrel) the gun 
would shoot like a house afire, anything 
tighter the gun would double group, a sign 
of bad bedding. 

These first days we had so many prob- 
lems with mold releases, cure time, 
mixes, it was a bunch of comical errors 
one after the other. I'll never forget the 
time my wife was helping me make a mold 
and | was trying to spray Polyester resin 
which is the boat resin. We were working 
on our freezer in the garage. That poor 
freezer looked like a melted ice cream 
cone before we were done with the drips 
and runs down the sides! | was just using 
a cheap spray gun because | didn’t want 
to ruin a good one, when the air pressure 
blew the pot off the gun and about a pint of 
resin went right down the front of me and 
all over the freezer and floor. | was walk- 
ing in resin and had it all over the front of 
my pants. The cleanup was impossible. 
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We never did quite get it all up. Another 
one was on New Year’s day, Stanford 
was playing in the Rose Bowl. Lee and | 
were making a stock in a brand new mold. 
We had it under 10 or 12 pounds of air 
pressure and were getting impatient for it 
to cure, so we set it up in front of a 1000 
watt heater and went in to watch the foot- 
ball game. We came out about twenty 
minutes later to find the stock had a base 
case of the bulges. The air pressure and 
heat had bulged the fiberglass mold so it 
looked like an overgrown baseball bat. By 
the time we got the air pressure off and 
the mold apart and the heat back on it, we 
never ever quite got the mold back to its 
original shape, but we came pretty darned 
close. Another time that has the funnies is 
when we were filling one of the first stocks 
we made in that sleeve mold. We filled the 
receiver section with solid glass which 
made it pretty heavy, then we decided to 
fill the back end with Polyurethane foam. | 
had worked with the foam a little bit on 
that first wooden stock | skeletonized, but 
we had no idea of the proportions that it 
took, so we decided that three ounces 
would be plenty to fill the back end and if it 
got to be too much I'd put a board over the 
top of it and capture the foam so it would 
just all stay in the stock. This was the first 
pour | had made of any consequence. I'd 
poured foam a lot but always in little bitty 
quantities. Well, | made this pour and the 
foam kind of took its time, then it started 
coming fast, so | grabbed a board to put 
over the end of the stock. | was standing 
there looking off into space and the foam 
built so much pressure that it bulged the 


butt stock to where it was pretty near 
round and split out a seam then started 
running out the side. Those were the 
good old days where everything was trial 
and error — with lots of errors! 

We learned quite a lot from that two 
piece stock. We found that once the ac- 
tion was bedded it was very accurate. But 
only if the guard screws were extremely 
loose. We found we could build a strong 
stock that weighed very little over a 
pound. We had three public acceptance 
problems. First was to teach people that 
the guard screws had to be real loose. 
Next was to convince them that the thin 
walled flexible stock would stand the gaff. 
The last big hurdle of course was to over- 
come wood. People had thought in terms 
of wood stocks for hundreds of years. 
We're still working on this with our hunt- 
ing customer. 

The answer to the first two problems 
was to fill the stock. This would make it 
feel stronger because it was less flexible. 
With a filled stock you could use conven- 
tional bedding techniques and screw ten- 
sion. We had to fill the stock for public ac- 
ceptance, but we also had to make the 
stock in one piece to make the labor factor 
more tolerable, so we searched for a way 
to make a one piece shell inside a mold. 
We finally came up with a plastic bag sys- 
tem. We made the bags, then expanded 
the fiberglass inside the mold with air in 
the bag. Another problem was that we 
were making our molds out of fiberglass 
and epoxy resin, and were also trying to 
make the stocks out of the same material

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so the two wanted to stick to each other. 
We had a heck of a time getting a mold re- 
lease procedure established so that we 
didn’t make one mold and one stock, then 
have to make another mold to make an- 
other stock, because we really had some 
sticky problems and most of the conven- 
tional mold releases didn’t work for us. 
We went to the experts and they’d come 
up with a new release so we'd make an- 
other mold and then have to make anoth- 
er stock, then ruin them both. But, we fi- 
nally overcame that. Once we made the 
stocks in the form of a hollow tube inside a 
mold, then it was just a simple matter of 
filling them later. We settled for Polyure- 
thane foam in the front and back with an 
epoxy and fiberglass micro-balloon mix in 
the receiver section. This solved the rigid- 
ity and screw tension problem. 

The first stock that got out of our shop 
on anybody’s rifle was a result of a phone 
call. Neal Knox called me about the Little 
Wiggler |’d been making for four or five 
years. He very innocently asked “what’s 
new” so | told him we were working on a 
fiberglass benchrest stock. He called 
Dave Wolfe over to the phone and we 
talked for over an hour. At the time | was 
going through more speculation than 
honest-to-goodness fact because | really 
didn’t know what it was going to take to 
manufacture these things. We'd just 
made half a dozen stocks for our own use 
and hadn't really settled on a pattern at 
that time. | promised Dave that he'd have 
the first finished rifle that we made for 
anybody else. It wasn’t but just a few 
weeks until we received a 40x action from 
him with a factory .223 barrel onit. | made 
a sleeve and put it on. We stocked and 
bedded the gun. Dave had mentioned his 
wife liked blue, so we painted it Robins 
Egg Blue. This is the rifle he refers to as 


Blue Boy. We didn’t have a chance to 
shoot the gun, so we just shipped it to 
Dave and he shot it once or twice then 
rebarreled it with an A & M barrel cham- 
bered in .222. He had a chance to shoot 
the new barrel twice before he took it to 
the Speer Shoot in Midland, Texas where 
he placed seventh out of sixty seven 
shooters in the Light Varmint class. That 
blue stock caused quite a stir. Dave called 
me at home and was absolutely elated 
that he had done so well in his first regis- 
tered shoot. Just a month later Dave took 
second in the Sporter Varmint Nationals 
behind Donnalee Stekel. Neal Knox dou- 
bled over with the rifle and placed thir- 
teenth. This was a 6x47 with an A & M 
barrel and our sleeve. 

In the 1971 Unlimited Nationals quite a 
few shooters saw our guns and stocks. 
There was a lot of skepticism. Some peo- 
ple jumped right in with both feet, but 
most layed back to see how things were 
going to come out. A very dear friend of 
mine, Stu Harvey, told me he knew it was 
a good idea, but he would never change 
from walnut. Four years later he broke the 
NBRSA Light Varmint record at 200 yards 
with a gun we had stocked for him out of 
fiberglass. That record holds good today 
“1982”. 

At the 1971 shoot | met Jerry Rogers 
and found out he had shot his own fiber- 
glass stock in the 1967 & 1968 Varmint 
Nationals. He won the three-gun aggre- 
gate one year and the Light Varmint the 
other. Up until that time | was sure the 
idea had been originated with my brother. 
Jerry and | laugh about that now. He knew 
it could be made to work, but didn’t think it 
had any future. He did do things alittle dif- 
ferent. His forearm and butt stock were 
fiberglass, but the receiver was a walnut 
block. 

By that time orders were coming in and 
we only had one mold. We were working 
in my garage, and did for another eight 
years. We built a rifle and sent it back to

the NRA Show. It was shown in a shoot- 
ing magazine booth. Earl Etter wrote an 
article for the magazine, but didn’t put our 
address in it. Some people that knew me 
through benchrest shooting or the Little 
Wiggler, tracked me down and the race 
was on. Steve Silver saw the Heavy Var- 
mint rifle at the NRA SHOW and ordereda 
Light Varmint rifle. This was the first one 
to go back east. It was Chinese Red. It 
also attracted a lot of attention. | received 
several reports from people about how he 
very ceremoniously got the gun out, set it 
up, then stood back not saying a word, 
just watching the reactions. 

In the winter of 1971 Bill Summers from 
Long Beach called me. He had to have a 
gun made. We sleeved and stocked his 
first Light Varmint rifle. It was a 40x ina 
.222 R with a factory barrel. He picked the 
gun up at the 1972 State Shoot and won 
the State championship with it. | won the 
Sporter class with a 6x47. Bill was an en- 
gineer working for Douglas Aircraft at the 
time. He was really sold on the concept of 
fiberglass and at a shoot in Gale started 
to make his own fiberglass stocks. The 
first one | saw was at the Tulsa Super 
Shoot #1 in 1973. 

By the time of the Varmint Nationals in 
1972, the list of fiberglass stock shooters 
was pretty impressive. Perry Morton, 
Tom Metzger, Pete Callan, Dave Wolfe 
and his wife, Neal Knox and Jay Knox, 
Benny and Bobby Burns, Larry and Dawn 
White, Jack Williams and many, many 
more were all shooting fiberglass stocks 
in at least one class. Lee and | attended 
this shoot and shot Light Varmint and 
Sporter all the way through. 

In 1973 and 1974 Perry Morton won the 
three gun Nationals and Sporter class 
using our fiberglass stocks. The whole 
world turned upside down for bench 
shooters! In 1974 there were seven fiber- 
glass stock shooters in the top twenty 
three-gun aggregate that were from Indi- 
ana. Fred and Beckip Sinclair were two of 
them. Fred started building fiberglass 
stocked guns in 1971 and 1972, and of 
course is still one of the top builders. Re- 
member at this time there were still lots of 
wood stocks in the Heavy Varmint class 
and some in the Light Varmint and 
Sporter. 

In 1972 Selby Wright and Jim Stek! 
were gluing in barrels and Lee and | were 
gluing in actions. There were several ad- 
vantages to gluing in. One, you solved the 
bedding problem. Two, you could use a 
hollow or at least a lighter stock. It wasn’t 
too long until most glue-ins swung around 
to the action being glued. | still don’t think 
that a glue-in bedding job is any better 
than conventional, but it sure is easier to

do. Also in 1972 Lee and | started building 
fiberglass hunting rifles. His was a 7 Mag. 
model 70 that | had rebarreled and mine 
was a Remington .788 x .308 W. We used 
the rifles that year in Wyoming and both 
shot elk with them. The next year three of 
us shot moose in British Columbia with 
them. Maynard Meadows from Oregon 
went with us and used a .338 in fiber- 
glass. 

Gale McMillan stocks started to make 
the scene in 1973. His first stock was uni- 
versal to take either a sleeve or custom 
action. After that he made an internation- 
al. In 1973 Gales’ brother Mac shot the 
.009 world’s record group using Pat's 
barrel and Gale’s stock. Neal Knox gave 
this match a really good write up in Rifle 
magazine. 

Several people (myself included) tried 
adding 3 Ibs. to a 10% lb. rifle. The think- 
ing being that the extra weight would help 
accuracy in the HV class. | think we all 
found out that the gun was alittle easier to 
shoot, but not a bit more accurate. The 


problem being the weight wasn’t added 


on the line of the center of gravity or bet- 
ter, the center of the bore. | really think 
that one of the reasons a fiberglass 
stocked rifle shoots so well is that there is 
approximately the same amount of 
weight above the bore as below. The 
scope and mounts weighing just a little 
over a pound and the stock about the 
same. 

Until 1975 there were just two compa- 
nies making fiberglass stocks. At that 
time Orlin Gilkerson started making a 
sleeve stock. It was made of Polyester 
resin and fiberglass cloth formed over an 
all-foam core. It had to have a glue-in or 
pillar bedding system. 

In 1977 Lee and | decided to split up. | 
was on the verge of retiring from the Tele- 
phone Co. and wanted to get out of the 
bay area. Lee had a few more years to 
work and wanted to stay in San Jose, so 
he formed his own company Six Enter- 
prises, and | carried on with Brown Preci- 
sion. 

In 1978 George Kelby started making 
fiberglass stocks out of Polyester resin 
and cloth. He used a jell coat and ended 
up with a real smooth finish. | just talked

to George and he had dropped the project 
for a year or so but is starting in again. He 
wasn't too happy with its first stocks as 
they were too flexible. He’s worked that 
problem out and the new stock should be 
real rigid. 

Tom Houghton of H. S. Precision start- 
ed making his Fiberthane stocks in 1979. 
They aren't a true fiberglass stock but 
dense Polyurethane foam with glass fi- 
bers. His are universal stocks in that they 
have a blank receiver and you inlet it for 
the action you want to put in. Tom makes 
hunting, benchrest and silhouette stocks. 
Also in 1979, Jim Garrett of Salt Lake City 
started making hunting stocks of fiber- 
glass. Jim is an old friend of mine and is 
very technically oriented. As far as | know, 
he uses the same basic process and ma- 
terials that Lee and | use. For several 
years he built custom rifles for himself and 
friends with our stocks. When he quit 
Semi Conductor he started his own pro- 
duction. He builds finished hunting rifles 
as well as stock blanks. 

In early 1980 we moved Brown Preci- 


‘sion Inc. to Los Molinos, California. 


That's about 200 miles north of where we 
were. We have been real pleased with our 
new location and are concentrating on 
hunting stocks and finished rifles. 

You may ask yourself “Why haven't the 
big companies started using fiberglass?” 
Well they have. Steyr Mannlicher makes 
an injection molded ABS stock. It’s rigid 
and tough, but heavy. We've sold a few 
stocks to Remington and Ruger as I'm 
sure the other manufacturers have also. 
The big problem is that the stocks are 
labor intensive. They have to be made, 
bedded and finished by hand to be light. 
They can be made by injection molding 
but they would be heavy, plus the machin- 
ery would cost about half a million dollars. 
Then they would have to convince the 
public. 

This makes you people (accuracy nuts 
like myself) a special breed. It just took ten 
short years to make a tremendous con- 
version. Pat McMillan once told me “we 
put men on the moon and there wasn’t a 
stick of wood on the space ship.”

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The induction of Ross Sherman, of 
Dryden, New York into the United States 
Benchrest Hall of Fame at the time of the 
1986 Super Shoot put the name of this 
fine gentleman and outstanding machin- 
ist once again before the benchrest 
world. 

During the period of Ross Sherman's 
direct involvement in benchrest, he pro- 
duced a total of 29 Superior custom ac- 
tions. While not generally seen in the ‘‘for 
sale’ columns, still, every now and then, 
one will appear for sale today; if the price 
is realistic, it promptly changes hands. 
The last ones were made in 1965, over a 
score of years ago, but today (1986) they 
are still as good a custom action as you 
can buy, notwithstanding the fact that 
substantial improvements have been 
made in benchrest knowledge and equip- 
ment in the 21 years since 1965. 

The story of the Superior action would 
have to date back to about 1959, when 
Ross Sherman and Ed Shilen (then living 
in Dryden, New York) built two actions. 
They were so pleased with the actions 
that Ed quit his job at Morse Chain Com- 
pany, and started making his own actions 
to sell. He had no machine equipment, 
and was just beginning to acquire machin- 
ist ability (and he went on to acquire quite 
a bit of that), and the first Shilen actions 
were made in my shop. Minor changes 
and improvements suggested them- 
selves to me, which | mentioned to Ed, 
and finally achance came for me to design 
and build a few as | wanted them (these 
are Ross Sherman’s words, from a letter 
to the editor, hence the switch to ‘‘I’’). In 
1962 | made six actions for myself and a 
few friends. | gave action #2 to my friend 
Clyde Hart. Clyde was very busy at that 
time, and did not have time to barrel it be- 
fore Ed Shilen left Dryden to join the firm 
of SS&D (Shooters Service and Dewey) in 
Clinton Corners, New York, unless | 
would fit the barrel and do the chamber- 
ing. | did this, and Ed built the stock. Clyde 
was not doing any shooting at the time, 
and he loaned the gun to Wally Hart, to 
take to the Varmint Nationals in 1963, at 
St. Louis. Wally won the heavy varmint 
class championship with this gun, his ag- 
gregate of .385 being the only aggregate 
under .400 that year at the Nationals. 
Wally continued to use the gun in 1964, 
and won the Eastern Region heavy var- 
mint class championship as well as the

next match that he entered; thus the rifle 
won the first three matches that it was 
fired in. After that the demand was so 
great that | made 23 more actions. These 
23 were made over a period of years; the 
first 6 were made in 1962, and the rest 
were made between 1963 and 1965. As 
their manufacture progressed, minor im- 
provements were made.”’ 

The Ross Sherman letter goes on to 
say ‘‘the final price was $195.00, without 
trigger assembly. The action was set up 
for any of the Remington triggers. Most of 
them had the deluxe Canjar trigger, some 
shooters requested that | fit the Reming- 
ton 2 oz. trigger. They were serially num- 
bered, and the letter ‘‘L”’ after the number 
indicated the large (.308) bolt face; the 
.308 had a larger bolt, and a correspond- 
ingly larger receiver’. (Editor: the differ- 
ence was relatively small; my .222 bolt 
face Superior has a 1.370” o.d., while my 
“L” action has a 1.390” o.d. They are 
both the same length; the loading port 
size is scaled down slightly for the .222 
action). 

When asked to describe the action and 
its manufacture, Ross related: ‘‘The Su- 
perior action was a round receiver with a 
closely fitted bolt. All parts were custom 
made here in my shop except for the main 
spring and the aluminum casting of the 
floor plate and trigger guard. The steel 
was 4150 heated to R/C 40. All inside di- 
ameters were bored and reamed, and 
then o.d. ground on an arbor to insure 
concentricity and alignment. The recoil 
lug was between barrel and receiver, and 
had a screw to position it and keep it from 
turning while the assembling gunsmith 
was turning a new barrel into the receiver. 
The walls of the receiver were thick 
enough to take the Remington triggers 
without alteration of the trigger. The bar- 
rel thread in the action was 1” by 14, and 
7/8” deep. The loading port opening was 
kept to a minimum, and was milled with a 
carbide end mill after heat treatment, thus 
avoiding the distortion of heat treating 
quench. There were three guard screws, 
and an aluminum floor plate and trigger 
guard. The bolt face was recessed, and 
had a positive extractor, in principle like 
the M-16 military rifle. The bolt stop and 
release also served as a guide. The bolt 
handle was kept to a minimum of weight 
by drilling the end of the knurled ball, and 
making the handle small and short. It was 


attached to the bolt proper by a screw, 
plus silver solder’. 

When asked exactly what objectives he 
had in mind when building the Superior 
action, the reply was, ‘‘a short thick- 
walled stiff receiver with a close fitting 
bolt, and lighter, quicker ignition parts. | 
wanted to eliminate the jar or vibration of 
the falling striker. | wanted a solid locking 
lug, in horizontal position when closed. | 
further wanted all off-center parts to be as 
light as possible. Accuracy was my goal, 
and | believe that | reached that goal.”’ 

As related earlier in the article, there 
were a total of 29 Superior actions made. 
All are right handed; no left hand versions 
were made. A Superior action may look a 
bit like an original Shilen action at a quick 
glance, but there are several points of dif- 
ference. A major difference is that the 
Shilen has double locking lugs on each 
side of the bolt, while the Superior action 
has conventional single locking lugs per 
side. | have seen a few original Shilen ac- 
tion bolt faces opened up to accommo- 
date the PPC cartridge head; the Shilen 
bolt is considerably larger than the Supe- 
rior bolt at the front end. Gunsmiths that | 
have spoken to have expressed the opin- 
ion that the PPC conversion is probably 
not practical with the Superior action. 

Knowledgeable shooters in such mat- 
ters tell me (and | concur) that a fair price 
for a Superior actioned rifle, or an original 
Shilen actioned rifle, in good condition, 
today is in the $500.00 vicinity. Take a bit 
off, or add a bit, depending on the individ- 
ual gun's condition, and a small amount if 
the gun has a noted owner history. That 
price guide will put you in the general 
area, and we will leave you to arm-wrestle 
a final price. Generally speaking, the 
$750-$800 prices for such rifles that oc- 
casionally are asked today are higher 
than the prevailing market warrants. This 
may change in the future, and probably 
will. 

With the IBS going to require .22 caliber 
for light varmint class in 1987 ... anda 
number of shooters looking at, and con- 
sidering the .222 family of cartridges. . . it 
will be interesting to see a few Superior 
actions come out of closets. The editor’s 
personal opinion on Superior actions ... 
they are as good an action as was ever 
made. 

And there’s only 29 of them in 
existance.

Craftsmen and manufacturer- 
suppliers can obtain the degree of their 
products’ and services’ acceptance, and 
experienced shooters can spot changing 
trends. 

Though not all will consider the follow- 
ing ‘‘valuable’’, most competitive 
benchrest shooters will find it interesting. 
In order to make this of reasonable length, 
we have included only the more promi- 
nent (most used) suppliers. Anyone inter- 
ested in a complete breakdown can ob- 
tain it by sending the writer $1.00 to cover 
postage and repro costs.

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SUPERSHOOT INTERVIEW 


By Dave Brennan 


While at the 1982 Supershoot, Ferris 
Pindell fell in the door to my motel room 
one night, and we talked for several hours 
about benchrest. | covered a lot of pages 
with scribbled notes, as Ferris touched on 
just about every aspect of benchrest 
shooting, prodded by the questions of the 
author, who finally had the opportunity to 
sit down and talk with one of the great 
names of our sport .... a guy that has 
been shooting from benches for about 35 
years now, and still is capable of winning 
the whole shootin’ match at any time. The 
interview jumps around a bit, but that’s 
the way the discussion went, and | want

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to pretty much write it as it occurred. 
FERRIS ON AL WEBER AND RALPH 
PRIDE. Ralph Pride today lives in Albu- 
querque, New Mexico. He made his first 
stainless steel barrel the day after Japan 
surrendered. Ralph also had a lot to do 
with the design of the Weber action... . 
that was a great action, | had serial num- 
ber two. Al Weber was an individualist, to 
put it mildly. Ralph was born and raised in 
Maine. He believed in cut rifle barrels, not 


lapped. 
FERRIS ON BARRELS. I've always 


shot oversized bullets, up to one one- 
thousandth oversize. They give longer 
barrel life. | believe in seating “into the 
lands”. When you are into the lands five to 
seven thousandths, you cannot see any 
marks on the bullet. You have to go fifteen 
thousands before you will see marks. For 
cartridges of thirty grains or more powder 
capacity, stainless steel will wear faster 
than chrome-moly. If you want to help 
barrel life, use oversize bullets and seat 
into the lands. These two items seal off 
the gas. But, back off on the powder 
charge if you’re doing this! The barrel on 
my heavy gun today is a thirteen inch twist 
Atkinson cut rifled barrel. No, | know there 
is arumor that I lap them, butit’s not so. 
FERRIS ON BULLETS. Bullets are the 
most important thing today if you want to 
win benchrest matches. The factories 
cannot make a really good bullet, because 
they must use light inch or so punches, 
which have too much flex. The custom 
bullet makers use shorter, more rigid 
punches. Sierra has done a lot for accura- 
cy and for the benchrest shooters. Sierra, 
where | worked for several years, gets 
250,000 to 500,000 match grade bullets

out of a set of bullet dies, and even then 
the dies wore out from polishing primarily. 
| sort of chuckle to hear shooters worry 
about a set of tool steel bullet making dies 
with 25,000 rounds made in them. Look 
up Larry Earp and ask his opinion on that 
subject. Sure as heck those dies should 
turn out MORE THAN 100,000 top quality 
match bullets. They’re just nicely broken 
in at 50,000 rounds. If you shoot, 4,000 
rounds a year, which is a lot, even for a 
benchrester, tool steel dies will last you 
over 25 years. If you’re making bullets to 
sell, you’ve got to have carbide dies. But 
too many fellows in the 5,000 bullets a 
year production range are too sold on the 
need for carbide dies. 

FERRIS ON BYGONE DAYS. Back in 
'49-'50, Ralph Pride and |, using Weber 
actions, could regularly turn in .300-.310 
ten shot groups in decent conditions. 
Move forward to 1960, | remember a night 
shoot .... 10 shots, 10 groups. The big- 
gest group to win a match was .240. Al 
Roberts won the match with an agg 
around .252, if | recall correctly. The first 
of those statements goes back over 30 
years, the next one over 20 years. We re- 
ally have not come that far in the mean- 
time. Al Roberts, now that | mention his 
name, was doing some interesting experi- 
menting in bullet making in those days. He 
did not use lead for the cores, he used sol- 
der. The specific weight of gravity for sol- 
der was the same as for the copper jack- 
et. | remember one year at early 
Johnstown .... we had, in one tent, Har- 
vey Donaldson, Townsend Whelan, and 
Elmer Keith... . that was a heck of a tent, 
Jet me tell you! The early days of 
benchrest .... | remember Paul 
Gotschall, Omar Reinhart, Irv Potter, 
Cowboy Rucker, Cline Deere. Those 
were five great shooters! 

FERRIS DESCRIBES HIS TWO RI- 
FLES AT THE SUPERSHOOT. The 
heavy bench is an unsleeved Remington, 
with a barrel block, firing a 13 inch twist 
Atkinson barrel, with mechanical rests of 
course. | believe | was the first to use the 
V-Block system. I’ve always fired me- 
chanicals. The heavy varmint is a flat-

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bottomed Stolle, again with a 13 inch 
twist Atkinson barrel, in 6PPC (as is the 
heavy gun). At the moment, I’ve only got 
25 rounds through that barrel. I'll be 
shooting my own bullets, 67 grain boat- 
tails, with 29 grains of 4895, seven to 
eight thousandths into the lands. 

FERRIS ON MECHANICAL RESTS. 
They have several advantages. They can 
shoot faster. The shooter can watch con- 
ditions with both eyes. If the gun goes off 
when you close the bolt, you should be 
okay. Move a screw for windage, and 
that’s all that moves. When you move a 
sandbag, you move elevation and wind- 
age. At a night shoot, take mechanicals 
every time. The problem at night shoots is 
optical mirage from the ground cooling off 
.... avery tricky problem to shootin. But 
mechanicals will not dope the wind! 

FERRIS ON .30 CALIBER. The .30 will 
not shoot with the .22 and the .24 calibers 
today, because of better bullets in the 
small calibers. Plus, when you are really 
blasting those .22 and .24 caliber bullets 
down-range, they're awful hard to beat 
for wind-bucking. When | was at Sierra, 
when we were testing the 168 grain Inter- 
national, our test targets were in the .140 
range. Remember those three targets 
that Warren Page had photos of in his 
book .... fired with .30 caliber in my rifle, 
the three consecutive groups were .106, 
.122, and .150. The interesting thing, not 
printed, is that those groups were fired 
with Sierra reject bullets! The .30 caliber 
remains an internal enigma. It has too 
much recoil for heavy varmint class. Yet 
all our testing gave indications that the 
bullets shot a lot better in five shot groups 
than in ten shot groups. They opened up 
at ten shots .... maybe metal fouling. | 
don't believe that the .30 caliber is on the 
brink of a comeback; I’ve tried the new 
150 grain bullets, and they don’t shoot as 
well as the older 168 grainers. 

FERRIS ON NECK TURNING. I’ve tried 
every method under the sun. I’ve tried 
line-reaming, I've tried broaching. But 
outside neck turning is still the way to go, 
and the small hand-held neck turners are 
the best way to doit. They are even more 
accurate than a lathe. The lathe will 
change ever so slightly, due to tempera- 
ture, like any machinery, as you go along; 
probably about atthe 20thcaseorso.... 

FERRIS ON THE PPC. The Hornady re- 
loading book shows 3400 f.p.s. with 23.8 
grains of 4198. Velocity is very important, 
and this case has it. It’s also, by testing, 
an unusually strong case. A year or two 
after we developed the PPC, | was al- 
ready trying to beat it. Since then, I’ve 
tried and experimented with an absolute 
minimum of twenty different wildcats. I’ve 
worked with a bunch of them on the .308 
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case. I’ve worked with all sorts of the BR 
family, including the .30BR, I’ve played 
with all sorts of things on the .300 Savage 
case. None of them have come close to 
the PPC. You should get a minimum of 
2500-3000 shots out of a PPC before 
there is any tail-off in accuracy. 

FERRIS QUOTATIONS, NO PARTIC- 
ULAR ORDER. 

— A good tool maker can learn how to 
chamber a rifle, correctly, in 30 minutes. 
He has learned to work with straight line 
tolerances. 

— Al Marciante and his long-necked 
Wasp (mentioned in Page’s book). “The 
long neck had as much to do with him win- 
ning the match as the clubhouse flag- 
pole”. | also remember Vernon Gipson, of 
Salem, Indiana, adding a 1/32 graphite 
wall to the Wasp. 

— | remember one match at Altoona, 
when 38 out of 50 shooters disqualified. It 
was kind of windy that weekend. ... 

— | believe that | was the first to sleeve 
an action, in the modern sense. Irv Potter 
had that action, a Remington, but he’s 
dead now, as you know. 

— Stewart, in Boston, made the first 


custom action, the “Precision” action. 
Weber made the first successful custom 
action. 

— Nobody can touch John Oberlee, of 
Dayton, Ohio, as the best custom gun- 
smith of all (Note: not benchrest gun- 
smith). 

—A sleeved Remington WILL shoot 
equal with acustom action... .IF thelugs 
are lapped in, and the face of the bolt is 
square. 

— We’ve almost eliminated bedding 
problems today, with fiberglass stocks 
and glue-ins. Thank heaven! 

— Most amateur gunsmiths, glass 
bedding a rifle into wood, take out 1/32 
inch of wood, and put in Devcon. They 
ought instead to leave 1/32, and make the 
rest Devcon. 

— | use music wire cleaning rods — 
rockwells at 55, barrels rockwell at 28 to 
30. 

— I’mamirage shooter. I'll hold off hor- 
izontal up to a bullet diameter, maybe one 
and a half diameters at most. 

— 100 yards proves the equipment; 
200 yards proves the shooter.

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LEAD BULLET SHOOTING 


Dear Dave 

Recently, because of a severe barrel 
fouling problem, | had to shelve my exper- 
imentation on factors that effect jacketed 
bullet accuracy. George Fullmer is re- 
barreling the gun for me at the present 
time. 

To tell the truth, | dislike cast bullets; 
primarily because it is so much work to 
make good ones. None the less, with my 
jacketed bullet test gun not being avail- 
able, | resumed a project that | had started 
two years ago. It’s a kinky sort of a proj- 
ect, really . . . trying to ascertain just how 
good accuracy | could get out of a .45-70 
Trapdoor Springfield rifle, using plain 
base cast bullets. 

| am enclosing copies of three groups 
shot at 100 yards; two of them are five 
shot groups, and one of them is a ten shot 
group. They illustrate the results 
achieved to date. They are nothing to 
write home about by your benchrest stan- 
dards, but if one takes into consideration 
the fact that the gun was built over a hun- 
dred years ago, not for target shooting, 
but rather for shooting Indians, the 
groups then are easier to appreciate. 
Through my _ correspondence with 
George Fullmer, and also through PS 
magazine each month, | am pretty much 
able to keep up with what Merrill Martin is 
up to in his lead bullet experiments. 

In my own experiments with lead bul- 
lets, | managed to hit a distinct plateau; 

_and | just plain could not improve beyond 
that point. So | decided that in this next 
phase of my experiments, | would follow 
Merrill Martin’s lead, and | would try 
wads. Once | got started into the project, 
it quickly became apparent that a major 
need was a proper wad punch. | eventual- 
ly came up with a solution to my short- 
coming, and George Fullmer has pre- 
vailed on me to drop you a line on the 
matter, since apparently a lot of folks are 
writing to Merrill on the same subject 
these days. 

To make a wad punch, take a Lyman 
bullet sizing die of the desired diameter, 


an} kf OGlaats (00 yds 
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and either turn or grind a 20 degree taper 
on the bottom end, just as it appears in my 


attached sketch. 


9=20° 


Since these dies appear to be case 
hardened, | ended up using a carbide tool 
that left arazor sharp edge. | was going to 
relieve the inside of the edge slightly, but 
somehow | never got around to doing it 
(George tells me that it should be done). 
And with the two that | have made so far 
(slightly different diameters) | have cut a 
pile of wads from some very tough plastic 
material, and the edges are still fine. In ac- 
tual use, | do my wad punching on a block 
of hard maple, and cushion the top with a 
piece of brass or wood. These Lyman 
dies are widely available, can be obtained 
in a substantial range of diameters, and 
are easily made into excellent wad cut- 
ters.

bia, South Carolina, and Doc’s winning 
agg was .2245, which was a very impres- 
sive agg level for that point in time; many 
matches back then were won with aggs in 
the high twos or the low threes.

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makes mistakes like the rest of us?). Doc 
was always one who put in more than he 
took out, as well as being widely respect- 
ed as a good, decent, kind, and gentle in- 
dividual when | met him first, back in late 
1979. Doc is diabetic, and started having 
trouble with the heel of a foot about three 
years ago, and that caused him to miss 
most of the shooting season that year. 
Two years ago the decision was made 
that the foot would have to be removed at 
the knee. Doc ended up with a wooden 
leg, which he accepted with the same 
equanimity that characterized the man. 

The next few years were a constant 
struggle for Doc. . .a struggle to keep on 
shooting despite many health setbacks. 
Doc was determined to shoot again. | built 
a new rifle for him, and he was starting 
shooting, when cataract trouble in his 
right eye required an operation. We were 
starting work on a left handed rifle so that 
Doc could use his left eye, when heart 
troubles started, and Doc ended up witha 
pacemaker . . . which the hospital decided 
had to be put on Doc’s left shoulder. Final- 
ly we had to reach the final, obvious con- 
clusion .. . that Doc had shot his last. He 
asked me to sell the rifle for him, and while 
it hurt me to do so, | did sell it. Doc had to 
give up his dental practice about then, due 
to his various health problems. Since | 
was having a few health problems of my 
own about that time, Doc was able to give 
me an upbeat, optimistic and acceptive 
outlook on life just by being around him. 
The new rifle was sold to a local new 
shooter. After we helped him tune the rifle 
and find the right load for it, the fellow 
fired several ‘‘screamer’’ groups in one 
week.

Some of the views are reversed to 
make them easier to read. The device is 
adjustable for any length bolt. Use a 1/2 
o.d. drill bushing to drill the bolt handle 
and the bolt body. Remove, and weld or 
solder it in place. | think it is just about 
fool-proof for anyone with any mechani- 
cal ability at all, Dave.

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THE PPC AS A CRITTER RIFLE 


As most of our benchrest brethren did, | 
started out as alive varmint shooter. Rea- 
lizing that my faithful Winchester model 
94 in 30-30 caliber was never meant by 
heaven, destiny, or Winchester (in no par- 
ticular order) to be a varmint rifle, | pur- 
chased a Remington model 722 in .222 
caliber, with a Weaver K6 scope for some- 
where around $100.00, brand new at that 
time. That was back in the ’55 or ’56 era, 
as | recall, and ever since then. . . I’ve had 
the bug ... an advanced case. | discov- 
ered benchrest shooting in 1975, and this 
became my second love in the shooting 
world. There has been a lack of interest in 
organized benchrest shooting in our area 
for a while now, with the result that | have 
been concentrating on live varmint rifles 
for the past three years. Any varmint 
shooter who gets serious about the sub- 
ject of real varmint shooting accuracy will 
certainly graduate from using a factory 
rifle to a top quality job from one of the top 
accuracy gunsmiths. If he has sought out 
the right gunsmith, an accuracy gun- 
smith, his varmint rifle will have been built 
with the same care and precision as an 
honest-to-gosh benchrest rifle. Usually 
the only differences will be the barrel con- 
tour, small dimensions in the stock, and 
maybe a scope with a little less power. 

For the last 30 years of my life | have 
used the .222, .22-250, .220 Swift, .219 
Donaldson Wasp, the 6mm Remington, 
and various .17 calibers. My favorite .17 is 
the .17 Ackley Bee, and | still have and use 
one today, based on a Martini Cadet ac- 
tion. All of the cases that I’ve mentioned 
were and are excellent varmint cartridg-

es, but being a wildcatter and an experi- 
menter first of all, I'm always looking for 
something just a little bit better. If it works 
... great! If it didn’t work ... it was fun 
anyway, and this conclusion applies to a 
lot of wildcats that didn’t work. 

In September of 1980 | developed a .22 
wildcat that | elected to call the .222 CLC. 
Not too much difference from many other 
.222 wildcats if the truth be known, but 
this one was my very own wildcat. . . and 
that made it special. | found it easier to 
make cases out of .223 brass, and then 
trimming to 1.700 overall length, because 
the shoulder on the CLC is blown forward 
about .050”. | used this case in a light var- 
mint rifle as a testing ground, and got real 
good results with 24.5 grains of H322 and 
52 grain Berger bullets. | have not been 
able to attend many matches in our region 
lately, sol decided to use the CLC in acrit- 
ter rifle. | can always find time to shoot 
critters. 

| started off with a Remington XP100 
action that had been given ‘‘the treat- 
ment”’ of accuracy work that is familiar to 
all benchrest gunsmiths. | used a Reming- 
ton 700 bolt handle, and a standard Rem- 
ington trigger. | had a new Remington 
.222 factory barrel that had been replaced 
with a Hart in .223 chambering for one of 
my customers. | re-chambered this barrel 
for the .222 CLC, and bedded the barreled 
action into a Garrett fiberglass hunting 
style stock, and topped it off with a 
Simmons 6-18 (a very good yet inexpen- 
sive scope, by the way) in a Redfield one 
piece base and rings. This little rig weighs 
less than six pounds soaking wet, and yet

will group half inch, five shot groups at 
100 yards until the cows come home, 
using 24.5 grains of H322 and 52 grain 
Speer bullets. It will also kill our western 
ground squirrels with considerable dev- 
astation at 300 yards and beyond. 

Shooters in the midwest and in the east 
probably call these critters ‘‘gophers”, 
but out here on the western desert we call 
them picket pins, diggers, and just plain 
ground squirrels. The technically minded 
refer to them as Beldings, Richardsons, 
Columbians and California Diggers. 
These little guys are only 10” to 12” high, 
and 2” to 3” wide, and out at 300 yards, to 
put it mildly, they are a very small target, 
not at all like your 10 to 20 pound wood- 
chuck or groundhog. Even the prairie dog 
is larger. So you certainly need a real ac- 
curate rifle if you are to achieve a reason- 
able percentage of hits. 

After having used the PPC cartridge in 
benchrest competition for 4 or 5 years, | 
had acquired a lot of respect for the car- 
tridge. The PPC is probably the finest ac- 
curacy cartridge of this century, surpass- 
ing even the .222 ... quite a feat in itself. 
But like so many other good things in life, 
it has its faults. The first one is the weak 
area in the web section. But if the barrel is 
breeched properly where the case is fully 
enclosed by the chamber, the cases will 
last as long as the barrel, when loaded to 
REASONABLE PRESSURES. The other 
complaint, heard quite a bit these days, is 
that the brass is too soft, and primer 
pockets loosen prematurely, among 
other little side effects. Here again, witha 
little discretion in one’s loading tech- 
niques, this becomes less of a problem. If 
you absolutely have to have more veloci- 
ty, go to a case with a larger boiler room 

. it’s as simple as that! On the other 
hand, to give the little cuss its just due, 
from soft brass you get more ‘‘spring’’, 
and you don’t have to full-length resize as 
often, and for this reason the shooter will 
just about eliminate split necks and rup- 
tured cases from work-hardening the 
brass. 

For some time | had this idea/wish to 
build a super accurate varmint rifle, based 
onthe .22 PPC case. My custom rifle work 
was taking a lot of my time, but came the 
day when | just plain resolved to make the 
time. At the time | happened to have an 
accurized XP-100 action in my shop, and 
with a PPC boltface yet, as well as a Sako 
extractor, 700 bolthandle, and a Timney 
trigger. It was a low serial number, in the 
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4800 range. | fitted and chambered a #4 
Douglas XX barrel, 1-14 twist, .670” at 
22”, chambered for the PPC with my 
Henriksen .244 neck O.D. reamer. | bed- 
ded this into a Lee Six fiberglass stock 
which had been inletted for a short Rem- 
ington 700 ADL action. | had to set the re- 
coil lug mortice back a half inch, and then | 
filled the magazine cutout with a piece of 
myrtlewood that had been cut from the 
buttstock of one of my custom stocks, 
then filled the remaining space with 
Accra-Glas Gel. When barreling an XP- 
100 for a rifle, you have to counterbore 
the barrel shank for the front guard screw 
because there are only about four threads 
in the XP-100 receiver ring. On a glue-in, 
this is obviously not necessary. | set up 
the optics with an older Leupold 12X 
scope in anew Redfield base for the Rem- 
ington model 7, and Burris rings. 

After turning the necks on the PPC 
cases | loaded them with 26.5 grains of 
H322, and Speer 52 grain bullets. You will 
probably say “Speer???”’. Yep, 
Speer. They shoot very well, expand even 
better, and are relatively inexpensive; be- 
sides, I'm not looking for ‘‘screamer”’ 
aggs. While fireforming these cases | 
“broke in’ the barrel... one shot, clean; 
two shots, clean; three shots, clean. . .up 
to 20 rounds without heating up the bar- 
rel. It was too early to have exact seating 
depth finalized, it was too early to have 
the optimum load established ... but 
those Speer bullets kept on firin’ them half 
inch groups ... group after group. 

After the cases were fireformed | re- 
loaded them with my Wilson tools, set my 
Culver measure at 48 clicks with H322, 
and trimmed the cases .010” under maxi- 
mum. | shot a few groups with this load at 
100 yards. The smallest was a .315, and

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the largest was a .450. This was with a 
10-15 mile per hour breeze, lighter than 
the 25-30 miles per hour that is usual on 
the desert. | ask you to remember ... a 
Douglas barrel .. . and Speer bullets. 

There is a small town in northwest Ne- 
vada called Orovada. It lies about 40 miles 
north of Winnemucca, on Route 95 going 
north to the Oregon border. Here in this 
vast fertile valley they grow acres and 
acres and acres of alfalfa, barley, and 
wheat. The farmers welcome you with 
open arms, and boxes of .22LR shells just 
to have you shoot the ground squirrels 
which have been running amuck and de- 
stroying their crops for ahundred years. A 
shooter that really got into the project 
could certainly shoot out his barrel. In 
fact, if you had the right spot, and always 
shot just from that one spot, if you were 
shooting a hot rod such as the .220 Swift 
or the .22-250.. . I’m sure that you could 
shoot out your barrel with all shots (albeit 
over a period of time) fired from that one 
spot. These squirrels are predominately 
Richardson’s ground squirrels, and over 
a hundred year span they have been shot 
at, poisoned, and hunted by badgers, ea- 
gles, and man ... continuously. And 
today they’re thriving. | speculate that if 
they were put on a ‘‘closed hunting”’ list 
... they would probably become extinct 
immediately. 

My shooting buddy Herb Jeffries and 
myself shot over 1000 rounds of .222, 
.225 Winchester, .222 CLC, and .17 
Ackley Bee in the two and a half days that 
| managed to get up there this year. Herb 
has shot over 2600 rounds in the two 
months that he’s been shooting up there 
this year. He’s retired, and can do what he 
pleases with his time! We probably made 
about 90% hits, and didn’t make the 
slightest semblance of a dent in the

ground squirrel population. In fact | think 
there were more there when we left, 
which | cannot logically explain. Herb is a 
varmint shooter ‘‘extraordinair’’, and 
knows more about this kind of shooting 
than anyone that | know. He could 
undoubtably write a book on the subject, 
but he’s too humble, and doesn't ex- 
pound unless asked to. We are just two of 
dozens of shooters who go to Orovada on 
safari each year just to shoot varmints. 
There are thousands and thousands of 
acres in this desert area, and by some un- 
known quirk of nature these ground squir- 
rels continue to proliferate and flourish in 
this relatively small portion of Nevada, de- 
spite the efforts of man and animals to re- 
duce their numbers. 

In late spring there are so many running 
around raising havoc that the farmers 
have to call out the Department of Agri- 
culture to poison them, and the govern- 
ment being what it is (let’s not get me 
started on that one), the government “‘kill- 
ers” go running around, putting out cab- 
bages laced with strychnine. Never yet 
saw a ground squirrel that would come 
within ten yards of one of the darn things. 
They just turn their backs on the cabbage, 
and keep munching alfalfa. 

The Ricahrdson ground squirrel has cy- 
cles of activity in the area; sometimes 
they are active, sometimes not. They hi- 
bernate during the cold winter months. 
So, before you go charging off to 
Orovada, better check with one of the lo- 
cals as to what the scene is currently like. 

| didn't have my .22 PPC completed in 
time to shoot at Orovada this year. But | 
like the way it shoots, Douglas barrel, 
Speer bullets, and all. Thanks for listening 
to me.

Another piece of Serendipity, (B.S. 
luck discovery). Working with my plastic 
wads has produced evidence of the disas- 
ters that can come from reduced loads of 
certain powders and also using filler ma- 
terial over certain powder. My basement 
range lets me recover my wads for study 
which | couldn’t do out of doors. 

In now have graphic evidence and not 
just supposition of why some bullets go 
astray for no apparent reason. As re- 
loaders we have all gone to great effort to 
seat bullets perfectly straight, keep bullet 
bases square, watched and corrected 
every detail to extremely close toleranc- 
es. 

The photos of the wads referred to 
show extreme impact forces at a twelve 
o'clock position on the bullet bases. The 
wads suffered most of the damage but 
certainly upset the discharge of the bullet 
at the muzzel. Lead and jacketed bullets 
hit or struck this blow off center as they 
enter the rifle bore can’t be delivering their 
best accuracy. Position of the powder in 
the case effects, “if”, “where” and “how 
much” the bullet base is going to be ham- 
mered. It’s very depressing to think how 
we had worked on other areas of accura- 
cy and this random violent action was tak- 
ing place all the time. Fortunately, know- 
ing about it, we can do something aboutit. 

Polyethelene seems to be a good pres- 
sure recording material, sort of like the old 
clay writing tablets. It retains its shape 
after being struck by things.

With my reduced loads of pistol and 
shot gun powders | had always noticed a 
little pitting on the back of the wads and 
not given it much thought. Then | started 
to work up lead bullet loads for the 30'06 
which required reduced loads of rifle pow- 
der like 4895 - 3031 etc. | also tried using a 
little dacron. Also muzzel up or down with 
the loose charge. Some of the wads 
showed one side nearly torn away by 
what looked like impacting powder 
grains. Others were smooth. | had not 
separated or picked up the wads for a 
while so now had to find out which loads 
were so violent. Meaning, change my 
ways and pick up wads after every test. 
My wife appreciated my cleaning the floor 
also.

Carefully marking the wads so we 
knew which side was up in loading to re- 
cord any difference as to which side was 
affected by the powder upon firing. Yet it 
did. All the wad damage was on the upper 
twelve o'clock side where the air space 
was in the cartridge. The primer flash was 
blowing across the powder accelerating it 
enough to poke holes in the wad. Putting 
dacron on the powder holding it against 
the primer also caused a lot of wad dam- 
age and higher acceleration. Putting da- 
cron over the primer loosely with powder 
against the wad and the bullet left a per- 
fectly smooth wad. These are not light 
loads, all chroning a 200 gr GC lead bullet 
at 2200 FPS. There never are words of 
caution about reduced loads of 4895, 
3031 and other medium speed powders 
but the violent action that seems to be 
taking place is scary. 35 to 40 grains of 
powder does have a lot of air space but 
who would have thought such turbu- 
lence. 

Even a powder like 4759 when fired 
with the muzzel carefully raised appears 
violent compared to lowering the muzzel 
before firing. 

It’s interesting to note that the group 
sizes are better when the loading and fir- 
ing technique produce a smooth wad. 

Little air space high loading density is 
certainly brought home as the way to go 
with any ammo, lead or jacketed. 

More incentive to find the correct com- 
bination.

A quick follow up on my last letter 
dated June 16, 1986, and photos on the 
wads and shock wave damage. 

On suspicion | loaded some 30-06 
cases part full like a reduced load but with 
small glass beads, approximately same 
size as the powder granules. | just had to 
know if the shock damage was coming 
from the primer alone blowing the grains 
against the wad or a combination of pow- 
der ignition and primer. The latter seems 
to be the case as the beads hardly 
scratched the wads, although with raised 
muzzel and lowering, they did scratch the 
wads a little more than just level and 
loose. 

This shock wave phenomenon can 
sure screw up accuracy if your not aware 
of it. | certainly was not aware of the inten- 
sity in only localized areas. | wonder how 
much the ammo companies know and are 
sitting on. Or do they care? Could you 
maybe find out? 

Such things were unheard of in the 
black powder days and acase full of pow- 
der. The early days of smokeless must 
have terrorized the first reloaders with 
strange results. 

Sure glad we don't have strange things 
happening around our place. 


Dear Dave: 

A little trivia. Discovered that my favor- 
ite bullet lube, Texaco Taurak, has a 
property that will endear it to black pow- 
der shooters. It’s actually a water soluble 
sodium soap. A little warm water washed 
it away very nicely. For years | had been 
trying to dissolve the stuff with all kinds of 
solvents and it was just nasty. Now! dunk 
my lube dies in a little hot water and violia, 
they are clean, and yet the grease has a 
melting point above 350°F. 

Shooting my 45-70 with black powder 
and lead bullets lubed with Taurak has to 
be the easiest ever to clean. A damp 
patch down the bore and everything 
comes out in one pass. Serendipity 
again. 

If anyone wants a similar grease but 
petroleum soluble. | did find and try Chev- 
ron Block grease Lithium Base CPS 
#253500 which has the same stiffness 
and shoots real well also, but not easy to 
clean up with water but very easy with 
regular bore cleaners. 

Also found another wad material that 
works as well as the low density 
polyethelene, it’s 1/16 thick Buna-N rub- 
ber sheet of 90 Durameter hardness. It’s 
strange stuff that doesn’t take a perma- 
nent shape of the rifling, but it does a good 
sealing job and doesn’t melt or burn. Re- 
covered wads look reusable no less.

Dear Dave, 

| received the 20 experimental 30-30 
cases with the small primer pockets 
(made by Federal) a while back. 

| fear that my methods of case selection 
are relatively primitive. | use V-blocks, 
and a .001 dial indicator. My findings on 
the sample lot of cases were similar to the 
findings of Creighton Audette and Merrill 
Martin. | also checked with T.J. Jackson, 
who confirmed my results. Laying all this 
aside, | still think that the neck is the most 
important part of the case. 

Back to my testing. 

| selected ten of what! thought were the 
best cases, turned the rim to .308 diame- 
ter, and cut extractor grooves in each. | 
then formed them to Wasp configura- 
tion. 

Next, at the same time | took ten .225 
Winchester cases (made by Winchester) 
from their factory box, and made them 
into Wasp cases, without any attempt at 
selection. 

Next, | took a 40X actioned rifle that 
was known to shoot well in its present 
6PPC chambering. Cut off the thread, re- 
fitted the barrel, and chambered it for the 
tight neck 6mm Wasp. | used a different 
bolt, with a .308 bolt face. 

My next step was to fill the cases about 
three quarters full with Unique powder, in- 
serted cotton in the neck, then went to the 
range and fire-formed them (if nothing 
else, this method saves both bullets and 
barrel wear). Next, | turned all cases to the 
same diameter, loaded them with 4895 
and 65 grain Berger bullets, and went to 
the range for final fire-forming. 

After | fired all of them, using conven- 
tional cleaning methods, | started looking 
for a load that would give good results. | 
found the best load in this particular gun 
to be 27.7 grains of 4895 together with 
the 68 grain Berger bullets. Due to weath- 
er conditions really picking up on that Sat- 
urday, | elected to stop shooting and re- 
turn the next day. 

On Sunday | got to the range at first 
light, and was ready to shoot when there 
was just enough light to see. Shooting 
conditions could not have been better, a 
slight overcast, and zero wind. 

| would shoot two fouling shots, five on 
record target, clean, and repeat, using the 
two types of brass. | shot five groups with 
each type’s results as follows: 

I’m not sure just what it is that | proved. 
Certainly wish that | could shoot like this 
in a match. On the other hand, this was 
the most favorable shooting conditions 
that I’ve seen in a long time. 

My own conclusions: if you are going to

use this case with a small primer . . . then 
you need a small flash hole. The brass is 
no better than the .225 Winchester hulls. 
Perfect necks are the critical factor. Obvi- 
ously the .225 Winchester cases are easi- 
er to work with. 

One additional comment on the .308 
WCC 58 cases that Creighton Audette 
spoke of. | have been using them in my 
.308s since 1959, and have never found 
any cases as good. Unfortunately | have

1. Approve or disapprove temporary 


rule changes passed at 1986 Annual 
Meeting: 
—Four Gun Championships 
—Junior fees 
—Light Varmint Rifle caliber re- 
striction 
—If four gun championship not 
held - then hold HV/LV/SP as

2. Develop arotation system for the IBS

standards for clubs to run Champion- 
ships. 


. Establish the Office of Executive Vice 


President as a paid administrator of 
the International Benchrest Shoot- 
ers. The standard business of the top 
3 officers would be handled by this in- 
dividual under the guidance of the 
President. 


5. 


In the case where no volunteers are 
found to run for the office of Presi- 
dent, make a provision in the bylaws 
for the Executive Committee to hire 
an administrator to manage the Cor- 
poration. 

Clarify the DNQ rule such that any 
legal shot fired by a competitor which 
does not strike his/her target even 
though it may strike the moving or 
stationary backer shall not disqualify 
the affected shooter. 


. If the Light Varmint Rifle caliber re- 


striction is upheld, amend the score 
shooting rules to consolidate the 
Sporter and Light Varmint Rifles into 
a single 10-Y2 pound class. The pur- 
pose of this move would be to limit 
the meaningless proliferation of 
score shooting records. 


. Allow competitors using the same 


equipment (flags, rests, rifles, etc.) to 
use the same set of benches on the 
same or separate relays when bench 
rotation is used. The intent is to allow 
families and traveling companions to 
double up on equipment. It is intend- 
ed to encourage attendance and to 
allow flexibility versus discourage at- 
tendance. This item is believed to be 
a major issue among a number of 
competitors. The issue is so major 
that it may impact on the continuance 
of their participation in IBS match- 
es. 


. Since rotation of benches is manda- 


tory at IBS Championships and pre- 
registration is also mandatory, allow 
the host club to draw benches for the 
competitors and assign benches for 
hardships and shared equipment 
prior to the match occurring. This will 
speed-up registration at the match 
and reduce complications. 
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10. Any shot on paper above the 
centerline between the record and 
sighter targets, but outside of the 
designated record border does not 
constitute grounds for disqualifica- 
tion. This shot or shots will be mea- 
sured and an appropriate penalty for 
each shot will be added to the group 
(penalty to be established based on 
discussion at the meetings). As the 
rule book calls for 5 and 10 shot 
matches, any target not having the 
required number of shots above the 
centerline will automatically be 
DNQ’d. 

11. Clarify the borders for the determina- 
tion of shots outside of the border. 
The accepted practice has been that 
all shots above the centerline be- 
tween the record and sighter targets 
are record shots. All shots below the 
centerline between the record and 
sighter targets are considered to be 
sighters and are not subject to dis- 
qualification. Shots close to but, 
below the centerline will be plugged 
with the appropriate caliber to deter- 
mine if they touch the centerline. Any 
shot touching the centerline will be 
considered to be above the 
centerline. 

12. Clarify the preregistration rule to 
state that the money is not required 
when the preregistration is submit- 
ted. 

13. Limit proxies at Annual Meetings to 
one per person. 

14. Establish proxy voting by mail. All 
proxies would be submitted to the re- 
cording secretary in advance of the 
meeting with votes on each agenda 
item. Disallow proxies to be held by 
other members. 

15. Change Junior Membership from 15 
and under to 17 and under. 

16. Establish a rule to require competi- 
tors to remain at their benches until 
the cease fire command is given. 

17. Recognize the HV/LV two-gun at the 
200/300 Yard Championships. 
Award appropriate points retractive- 
ly to the beginning of the IBS 200/300 
Championships. 

18. Have official scorers at IBS Score 
and Group Championships qualified 
by the appropriate Records Commit- 
tee. Cooping to be used to determine 
the individual’s ability to provide con- 
sistency in measurement. 

19. Require targets to be hung for view- 
ing by competitors. Ranges to pro- 
vide protection of the wailing wall 
from the elements.

North Lawrence, Ohio. July 28th - Au- 
gust 2nd, 1986. Good weather, reason- 
able shooting conditions, and an overall 
scene free of major controversy or acri- 
mony marked the six day NBRSA Nation- 
als at the Kelbly range, the high point of 
the NBRSA tournament circuit. High 
points included an attractive young lady 
blowing the doors off the males in Junior 
shooting (hear, hear!); Hall of Fame 
shooter Red Cornelison (wood stock, 
23-40 chambering, BLC-1 powder et al) 
removing a few doors himself in the heavy 
varmint grand aggregate; Ed Watson 
shooting his way into the Hall of Fame, 
and the ongoing brawl between Allie 
Euber and Lowell Frei for the multi-gun ti- 
tles. They were good days, filled with 
good shooting, good friends, tall tale tell- 
ing, ten equiment theories per hour, andin 
the evenings, in the area restaurants, the 
tall tale telling reached new and dizzy 
heights of accomplishment, and the 
equipment theories, plans and schemes 
were discussed far into the night, fueled 
by cooling intakes of Milwaukee's finest 
export. 

Things got off to a brisk start in the 100 
yard stage of the unlimited class (note 
that the NBRSA fires eight groups at each 
yardage in the unlimited class). A Masker, 
Jerry Masker to be exact, was a morning 
line favorite in the unlimted class betting, 
off his excellent steering of a Bill Hall rail 
gun throughout the 1985 campaign. And 
indeed, after the eight groups were fired, 
and after the singular smell of burnt H322, 
and Norma 201 had slowly dissipated in 
the afternoon air, it was indeed a Masker 
that had emerged the winner. Seely 
Masker to be exact, the mildly legendary, 
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cranky, cantankerous, and talented gun-
